1967  ACADEMIC 
RESULTS 

Performance  in  the  academic  area 
was  again  at  a  high  level  in  1967.  In 
Upper  VI  (Grade  13)  four  boys  were 
awarded  Ontario  Scholarships  in  the 
last  year  that  Departmental  examin- 
ations will  be  written.  Simon  Hally 
of  Aurora  was  also  awarded  the  Geof- 
frey P.E.  Clarkson  Scholarship  and  the 
Pat  Strathy  Memorial  Scholarship  at 
Trinity   College.   University   of  Toronto. 

Three  others  obtained  first  class 
honours  with  better  than  75%  average. 
Of  172  papers  written  by  37  students 
in  Grade  13,  all  but  10  were  success- 
fully  passed. 

In  the  remaining  grades  7-12,  the 
failure  rate  was  the  lowest  ever  recoid- 
ed  by  the  School,  with  less  than  5% 
of  students  not  achieving  promotion 
standard.  This  is  a  great  tribute  to  the 
calibre  of  the  teaching  staff  at  St. 
Andrew's. 

Another  distinction  this  year  was 
the  accomplishment  of  William  Chap- 
man in  finishing  third  in  the  Winston 
Churchill  Medal  -  a  competition  in 
Communications  sponsored  by  H.  R. 
Jackman.  Esq.  of  Toronto,  open  to  all 
independent    schools.

PEDRO  MARTIN 


To  most  Andreans  down  through 
the  years,  the  name  of  Pedro  Martin 
was  very  familiar,  frequently  appearing 
in  Old  Boys  News  and  articles  in 
the  Review.  Probably  the  first 
student  from  Mexico  to  attend  St. 
Andrew's,  Pedro  made  a  host  of  friends 
during  his  years  at  the  School  from 
1907  to  1910,  and  many  Old  Boys  en- 
joyed his  warm  hospitality  when  visit- 
ing that  country.  His  frequent  letters 
to  his  old  school  were  always  filled 
with  happenings  and  items  of  interest 
concerning  other  Old  Boys  in  Mexico, 
most  of  whom  owed  their  first  acquain- 
tance with  St.  Andrew's  to  his  influence. 
It  is  with  great  sadness  that  we  learned 
of  Pedro's  death  earlier  this  year  after 
several    years    of   failing   health. 

Graduating  from  St.  Andrew's  in 
1910,  Pedro  went  to  McGill  and  later 
to  Ecole  Superieure  de  Commerce  de 
la  Ville  de  Geneva,  Switzerland.  Re- 
turning to  Mexico  City,  he  spent  a  few 
years  with  the  Royal  Insurance  Com- 
pany and  a  local  banking  firm.  Then 
he  opened  his  own  business  dealing 
with  mining  supplies,  pulp  and  paper, 
and  other  import  agencies.  Later  he 
served  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
an  insurance  company  and  a  paper 
mill   in    Mexico. 

Pedro's  two  sons,  Pedro.  Jr..  and 
Eduardo  both  attended  St.  Andrew's 
from  1943-47.  In  a  recent  letter  from 
Eduardo,  he  mentions  that  his  father's 
greatest  wish  was  to  see  the  day  when 
his  first  grandson  entered  St.  Andrew's. 
Unfortunately  this  was  not  to  be,  but 
we  look  forward  to  the  third  generation 
of    Martins    to    come    some   day. 

DR.  FREDERIC 
DUDLEY  EYRE  ROSS, 

E.D.,   M.D.C.M.,  B.SC,   F.R.C  S„   F.A.C.S. 

One  of  Canada's  most  prominent 
surgeons,  F.  Dudley  E.  Ross  died  in 
Montreal    on   February    4,    1967. 

Attending  St.  Andrew's  from  190S- 
13,  Dud  Ross  was  an  outstanding 
athlete  being  a  member  of  the  First 
Football.  Hockey  and  Cricket  team: 
a  prefect,  and  Captain  in  the  Cadet 
Corps.  He  entered  McGill  at  the  age 
of  16.  In  1915  he  left  for  the  war 
with  McGill  General  Hospital,  return- 
ing in  1917  to  complete  his  medical 
training.  Dud  played  on  the  McGill 
senior  football  team  for  four  years  and 
was   Captain    in    1920. 

His  many  years  in  the  practice  of 
medicine  included  service  at  the  Mont- 
real General  Hospital.  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital  and  Children's  Memorial 
Hospital  where  he  was  appointed  Sur- 
geon-in  Chief  in  1937.  In  addition  he 
taught  surgery  at  McGill.  Included  in 
Dud's  many  successful  operations.  «  is 
the  hospital's  first  "blue  baby"  oper- 
ation   performed    in    1940. 

Dudley  retired  in  1954  and  took 
up  residence  at  St.  Adolphe  D'Howard. 
wh.-re  he  was  promptly  elected  Mayoi 
In  February  1955,  he  acted  as  Chair- 
man of  an  Old  Boys  Dinner  in  Mont- 
real. He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the 
former    Doris    Elaine    Evans.
